A Succession of Jams

ebove Fox rapids hundreds of thousands of logs 
were held by a succession of jams at intervals 
along the length of the main drive where logs 
had piled on a jut of shore or in the middle of 
the river, and locked as tightly as if rivetted to- 
gether or glued 

His practised eye told him where to begin the 
task of loosening up the pressure. He saw where 
the pressure was knotted, 

“Try it here, boys.” 

He indicated a lock of logs near the shore 
The gang got busy with pike poles and peaveys. 


One log at a time. Two logs. Then “the bunch.” 
With pushing, pulling, stabbing, shoving and 
levering, half a dozen Jogs would be locsed at 
once. Ah! For yards back up the river, you 


could see the logs move and settle. 

She's going! 

No, not yet. Other logs have rolled in and the 
pressure still holds imprisoned behind the tens 
of thousands of 16-foot spruce pieces. Once more 
the gang goes back to its stabbing and shoving. 
There is not a sound but the pecking 
pikes as they bite into the wood and the gurgle 
of the water as each individual log settles into 
the current. Only when there chance to 
Start a number of logs together is there shouting, 
and concerted swearing in unprintable French, 
Suddenly she moves 
The men start running back to solidity. One 
two manage the get-back with the snappy, 
sure-fotted nimbleness of the traditional river 
driver. With most of the others it is a scramble, 
an undignified sauve-qui-peut with amateurish

implications. One man-~it is his first year on 
the drive—slips into the water, flounders, lies 
across his pole, scurries up, slips, flounders, 


flings himself ashore. The others laugh at him 
The whole thing is casual, unheroic 
But the logs move forward with easy majesty. 
Once loosed, they glide along in an easy, friction- 
less silence that has a hint of the irresistible. 
Occasionally there is the sound of a slight thud 
as cne log rolls against another or a dull grind 
ing as they crush past a rock on the shore or 
crowd another in the middle of the river without 
jamming. But for the most part there is com- 
plete silence. 
Black Flies and Moscuitoes 
EN thousand logs swing past thus. They are 
a unit by which to judge the immensity of 
total that stretches massively away up 
around the bend of the river. For they make a 
mere bite in it. Fifty yards along the jam still 
holds, and the gang are already busy nibbling, 
nibbling, nibbling at their work of attrition. Of 
course, sooner or later they come to a point 
where relief of some key pressure loosens up 
the whole jam and the long procession of logs

thirty in the morning to seven in tne evening, 
when the tfred men, wet through, roll into their 
bunks, frequently damp too. 

The men are wet all the time. It is impossible 
to keep dry on the drive. They are frequently 
wet to the waists and often to the necks. If it | 
rains, as it had been doing with pérsistence prior 
to the time of my risit, they are wet indeed. 

Then there are the flies—a horror to endure 
day after day for’ weeks! At the mere memory 
of the stabbing, vicious, persistent swarms of 
black flies and mosquitoes I met up there on the 
Montreal river in June, I still scratch. Frequent u 
smearing of the neck, ears, face and hands with 
fly oil checked, but did not altogether repel them. 

Let the hands once become occupied with a task 
and they attacked in buzzing, biting battalions 

“Talking about flies,” said Bill Adams, forest 
ranger, one evening after returning to his shack 
after a day in the bueh cutting telephone poles. 
“Look at that!” 

He had rolled up his trousers, rolled down 
two pairs of socks, rolled up his underwear. 
Fach Jeg, just where it hollows below the knee, 
was a broad ring of red bites and blood, a battle- 
field in miniature where scores of black flies had 
died. 

“I never saw them worse,” said Mr. Adams. 
“They kept crawling in over the top of my pants 
and down inside my B.V.D.’s.” 

The first real spell of heat would kill off the 
black flies, but then there were the sand flies 
to come, and, later, the less numerous, but more 
brutal, moose and deer flies which take the piece 
away with them when they sink in their teeth. 

Maybe the serpent in the Garden of Eden was 
really a swarm of black flies. If it were not 
for them and the mosquitoes the northern bush 
would be a paradise fit for the idyll of any Adam 


and Eve. 
But to return to the river drive proper. I 
had opportunity, coming out from Moyneur's 


Landing, of close-up contact with the logs, Driv- 
ing over with Fred Snyder of Elk lake, prospec- 
tor, to the foot of Long rapids we found that the 
legs had already come down and had been pass- 
ing down the river all night like the endless 
passing of an army on the march. 

“There must be two hundred thousand gone 
down,” volunteered Pete Turgeon, young pioneer 
settler at Long rapids. “I doubt if a boat can 
come up for you.” 

We waited awhile, for if a boat did not come 
lit meant a nine-mile walk through the bush to 
Indian Chutes. It was warm. We had heavy 
enough packsacks. And the flies were biting so 
badly that even with our fly oil, we had, while 
we eat by the river, to light two smudges to 
keep them at bay. Hiking would be all right as 
a final necessity; but we waited. 

It was worth while waiting there by the river 
just to watch the logs slip by swiftly as they 
shot out in the fast water that came down the 
|Long rapids. One could not help feeling that 
there was something of life, something of indi- 
viduality, about every log. Some passed singly, 
some in pairs, others in clusters clinging to- 
gether as if for company. Some were fresh, un- 
hurt, sap-lafen still. Gashes in the ‘bark of 
others showed the scars of crushing or jamming. 
Many bore the jabs and tears of pike pole and 
peaveys. Then there were logs from trees that 
had died before they were cut. There were logs. 
bare of bark, which had been through fire, whose 
withered flanks were frescoed with the drilling 
of worms. 

A philosopher might have sat there watching 
the river and the logs and doped out fine 
thoughts about life and living. He might have 
found a prototype amongst the logs for every 
human he knew.
